This  program 
is  open  to  top-ranking  seniors  in 
every  high  school.  All  entrants 
were  given  a preliminary  test  in 
verbal  and  mathematical  aptitude 
in  April  1958.  Four  of  our  seniors, 
Anthony  Libby,  Marilou  Carey, 
Laurence  Ward,  and  David 
Quaglia  qualified  as  finalists. 
These  four  were  members  of  a 
group  of  10,000  who  had  been  se- 
lected from  over  478,000  partici- 
pants. The  winners  are  chosen  on 
the  basis  of  the  December  Scho- 
lastics Aptitude  Test,  secondary 
school  achievement,  character, 
and  qualities  of  leadership.
